EARL HAIG, WAR | 
COMMANDER OF | 


BRITISH, IS DEAD 


LONDON, Jan. 30.—(P)— Lieut. Gen. 
Sir Douglas Haig, commander-in-chief 
of the British armies in the world 
war, died here early today. 


Gen. Haig, who had made a brilliant 
military record, commanded the Eng- 
lish divisions at the first battle of the 
Marne, and this he did with such skill 


command. He was appointed field 
marshal in 1917 for ‘distinguished 
service. In 1919 he was received by 
the king on relinquishing his com- 
mand and retiring from the army, who 
raised him to the dignity of an earl. 
He was later called before parliament, 
publicly thanked and voted a gift of 
$500,000.

Both cars were proceeding 
at lively speed, and as they rounded 
the curve it was impossible for either 
driver to do more than swerve enough 
to avoid a headon collision, but they 
met with such impact that both cars 
were wrecked, 

A passing motorist hurried to the 
Evanston hospital with Mr. Friend. 
He died without regaining conscious- 
ness. Mr. Friend was 43 years old. 

Mrs. Friend and her two daughters 
were taken to their home at 936 Castie- 
wood terrace, Chicago all suffering 
from nervous shock and unable to 
give a clear account of the accident.

Announcement is made of the campaign under. 
taken by the American Arbitration Crusade with 
headquarters at 114 East S3ist street, New York 
City.

POLITICS AND PAROLE. 

A distinguished committee, headed by three 
niversity professors, has just completed its re-. 
port on the workings of the parole system in 
Illinois. Where it discovered deficiencies it laid 
the blame principality to political control and in- 
terference. It believed that political control of 
appointments to the parole board was not salu- 
tary; it found that prisoners were made benefi- 
claries of political pull; that probation officers 

were often placed in office for politica] reasons; 
inet judges were riot tmmune from political in- 
fluence. It was also learned that an indictment 
fora serious crime not a case for probation was 
sometimes altered to charge a less serious crime 
and probation was granted. The committee dis- 
covered. 48 cases of rape where this process had 
been folloved. 

In other words, the committee ts once more 
pointing out the fact that a criminal and penal 
system is no better: than the human element that 
administers it, So Jong as the human element 
remains human and fallible, the only safety and 


proof against meddling as possible. It is this fac- 
tor that is so often forgotten or disregarded when 
well meaning experts come forward with schemes 
tc revise the criminal and penal procedure in 
keeping with modern knowledge and the dictates 
of humanity. No such ideal tem has yet been 
devised to work. _— without men to 
control it.

THE THREE “L’S” FOR GOOD 
HEALTH. 


N speaking before the Third Race 

Bétterment conference recently at 

Battle Creek, Mr. Eugene T. Ldes 

quoted some one as saying that in 
order that a person should live long 
and in good health, there were three 
requisites. He should be limber, loving 
and a little bit loony. Let us discuss 
the three “L's” separately. 

The first, ih substance, is that a man 
should not permit himself to become 
stiff. This implies several things. One 
is that he must not tolerate sore throat, 
rheumatism, nor any of those minor dis- 
orders, focal infections, growing pains 
{by whatever name], nor any of the 
joint disorders that go by the names of 
rheumatoid, rheumatisms, neuralgias, or 
gout. The joints must not be allowed 
to become stiff or “ stove up,” crooked 
or creaky. It implies that a man should 


y indulge in sich play as will keep his 


joints mobile and his muscles stpple 
for him. It implies that he should re- 
tain his power of codrdination and his 
skill in doing things with his muscles. 
That he should retain his wind and his 
endurance. 


The second, in substance, means that 
the man must live a hygienic mental 
life. He must refrain from worry, anx- 
lety, insomnia, and other bad mental! 
habits. He must keep his emotions 
wholesome. 


The third was “a little bit loony.” 
That means that the average man gets 
along better if he does not take life 
overseriously. It means that wit and 
humor are powerful aids when life is 
a little rocky. It means that life is 
a good deal of a joke and that the 
fellow that sees it a little bit that 
way will live longer as well as happier 
for so doing. But there is a limitation. 
The regulation is “a little bit loony.” 

Prof. Fielding Yost, speaking from 
the same platform, said, in his opinion.

tions. Every person in Yost’s audience 
expected him to tell how necessary a 
good, strong body was for success in 
playing football, They expected him to 
tell how to keep the muscles fit.
